"We are glad to note in the second volume of the series the same simple treat- 
ment of Great Modern Composers; we had been wishing for something like this. 
Peculiarly enough, though modern music is amply treated in special essays (e. g., 
Mr. Mason's own exquisitely written "From Grieg to Brahms"), existing treatises 
on musical history and musical appreciation are very neglectful of the moderns. We 
might instance a large volume, a text-book, on the "History of Music," where Saint- 
Saens is discussed in about sixteen lines. This gap in our musical literature is amply 
filled by Mr. Mason's work, that is, the continuation of his "Appreciation of Music." 
Beginning with a clearly written chapter on "Romanticism and Realism in Music," 
he leads us through Schubert, Schumann, Berlioz, Liszt, Chopin, Grieg, Tschaikowsky, 
Dvorak, Cesar Franck and Brahms to Richard Strauss and Debussy. In every 
chapter the essential characteristics of the composers are given in a clear and attractive 
style. Mr. Mason possesses the happy faculty of making his characterizations brief 
and incisive. One has a pleasant sense of getting from his words the impression one has 
received from the music he describes. He imparts his objective information in a very 
attractive and sympathetic way that wins the favor of the music student, of the music 
teacher, and of the amateur music lover. One the whole, the "Great Modern Com- 
posers" is a valuable contribution: to the growing library of American musical literature."

THIS monumental work forms the capstone in the arch of one of the most remarkable, 
and certainly the most complete, series of musical textbooks ever issued in the 
English or any other language. Erected on the broad foundation laid, some twenty-five 
years ago, in the Material Used in Musical Composition (now in its fourteenth edition),

Then follow the three Rondo-forms, the Sonatina and Sonata-allegro forms, and the 
Compound forms (including the complete Sonata and the Symphony). 

The book is intended for the student who aims to acquire the necessary technique 
in practical composition, and also for those who desire to obtain a complete general 
knowledge of the structural details of existing masterworks as an aid to their adequate 
interpretation. While emphasis is laid on classic works, both the romantic and modern 
schools are largely represented in the analysis of the remarkably copious musical quo- 
tations, as well as works of most recent date from the pens of ultra-modern and even 
"Futurist" composers.

The manufacturers of these Cabinets feel what they believe to be 
a justifiable pride in the high standing of many patrons who have by 
actual purchase indorsed their product, and have thus shown their practi- 
cal interest in this first serious and rational attempt to improve the old 
methods — or rather the lack of method in handling loose music. 

For example, one of the very first to 
recognize the idea and to lend it his 
stamp of approval was no less an authority 
than Canon Charles Winfield Douglas.
